no evidence which would support either story* In the course of the 
interrogation in Germany, Sup stated that he had worked for General FRCHAIA 
while in Belgium* Again, this is in contradiction to what he told the 
Belgians • 

3- It la our opinion that Sup has probably worked for FRCHAIA 1 a outfit 
on a low level both In Geraany and in Belgium and Is atte opting to cover 
this fact with a fabricated story of activity for the American IS. Be 
could have easily picked up sufficient knowledge of t he structure and per* 
aonnel of the Unitary Government in the American sons during hie stays 
at various BP camps to enable him to hint at far greater knowledge than 
he actually possessed* 

4- With respect to General PRCHAIA's organisation, it has been reported by 
various sources that, although the organisation is theoretically anflfrconmunlat 
and extreme -rightist, It has been penetrated by the communists to such as 
extent that it Is frequently difficult to determine whether individual mewbers 
are actually working for or against the connnlsts* 
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
